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FREEBORN COUNTY AGRICULTURE 


Freeborn County is located in the bread bas- 
ket of the Midwest. It has twenty townships and 
is noted for its crop and livestock farming. 
Swine producticn is the largest single source 
of income for Freeborn County farmers. Sale 
of crops ranks second, and sale of cattle and 
dairy products rank next in line. 


According to the 1954 state farm census, 
Freeborn County had a total of 2700 farms. 
The size of the average farm was 156 acres. 
In 1954 there was a total of 57,152 cattle on 
Freeborn County farms. At the present time the 
county is in the process of being accredited for 
Brucellosis. In a recent TB test only .035 per 
cent of the cattle were infected in the county. 


Besides ranking high as a crop and livestock 
farming area, Freeborn County ranks tops in 
vegetable production. In 1954 there were be 
tween twelve and fifteen thousand acres 
planted to vegetables. Most of this was in the 
Hollandale area. More than a million dollars 
of income was realized from the sale of vege- 
table products. 


Freeborn County has access to many markets. 
Wilson and Company of Albert Lea is one ex- 
ample of a ready livestock market. Its large 
servicing area makes it possible to employ 
thousands of workers in the Albert Lea area. 


The Extension Service of Freeborn County is 
geared to give assistance in agricultural, home, 
and youth problems. The youth program alone 
is a massive dynamic project. In 1954 there 
were 26 organized 4-H clubs with a total of 
860 club members. Approximately 120 volun- 
tary adult leaders assist with this program. In 
1954, 1821 4-H club exhibits were displayed at 
the Freeborn County fair. In addition, the 
county was represented at the state 4-H events. 
The Rural Youth organization is another phase 
of the youth program. Last year there were 40 
members in this group who carried on an active 
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program of education, recreation, and commun- 
ity service. 


The home program under the direction of the 
Freeborn County Extension Service has 63 or- 
ganized groups. There are a total of 930 en- 
rolled with 128 local leaders giving generously 
of their time to improve homemaking in the 
county. A variety of lessons covering topics 
such as selection and care of small electrical 
appliances, beef cookery, and pressure cooker 
and sewing machine clinics have been covered 
recently. The home program is carried out by 
the Home Agent in co-operation with 126 local 
leaders, and the County Home Extension Coun- 
cil. 


Freeborn County has many agricultural pro- 
grams. It has an active DHIA Association as well 
as Holstein, Guernsey, and Livestock Breeders 
Associations. The local artificial breeding as- 
sociation is responsible through its parent or- 
ganization for inseminating more than eight 
thousand cows per year. This has been an out- 
standing contribution toward improving dairy 
farming in the county. Many other activities 
covering swine, poultry and beef cattle are 
held each year to give farmers up-to-date in- 
formation in these fields. An active agronomy 
and vegetable program is also carried out, 
together with research on the use of commercial 
fertilizer. 


There is one soil conservation district in the 
county. The district was organized in 1948. It 
has co-operated in making conservation plans 
for more than 600 farms in the area. The Ex- 
tension Service works closely with the SCS, 
ASC, and FHA progranis in the county.
